They were tight, 
mired to perfection, and the singer belched and farted right 
on cue, sometimes while setting things (including himself) 
on fire, (ree.the show was in Detroit. NOT Buffalo.) On stage, 
the band was obscured by the crowd for the most narti how- 
ever, the lig>>ting could not be missed. Strobes pulsed for 
annoying lengths of time, either sickening or mesmerizing the 
audience. .Personally, the sound of the band with the addition 
of ■the lights put me in such a transe-like state, 1 thought 
someone had slipped something into my diet Coke. "Smoke Box" 
was the last song that they did — no encores, despite an 
audience anxious for another fix. Only one guy I knew there 
thought it was a shit-ty show, but he had seen them several times 
all over the world. Personally, I >.ad the time of my life arad 
would have no qualms about paying megabucks to see -them again 
Even in Detroit.

You know, it seem liK-^ every time you read an editorial or a 
letter in a fanzine, people are just complaining and bitching and 
complaining and... It never stops. Weil, what the hell is wrong 
with that? That's what fanzines are for anyways, right? Anyways, 
I'll get on with my complaint for the month and the you'll be able 
to see where I'm coming from. 

My complaint, and I know that this has become the concern for 
many others as well, is atout what has been happening at the shows, 
especially during the month of August. Wliat's been going on you 
ask? Well, let's say that there have been many visits by these 
crew-cut clad guys who drive these big fancy Chevy Malibu's and 
Impalas, and get very mad when you call them a name that is usually 
given to animals that provide tasty meats like pork. 

It baffles me because it seems that every time the scene gets 
going good and strong, some shit manages to hit the fan, and then 
there's no more shows. T};is past summer has probably been the best 
for shows. We saw Dag Masty, Descendents, and Toxic Reasons all in 
one show, as well as 7-Seconds (a surprise bonus), MDC, Gang Green, 
D.R.I, C.O.C., Straw Dogs, Scum, and Murphy's Law, not to mention 
ail the local bandte and the ones I can't remember at the top of my 
head. I myself live out in the suburbs of the fantastic city, yet 
I managed to catch a show at least once every week. For me, this is 
what made the summer the best. As I look back and remember the shows, 
it saddens me that this will be no more for a long time with the 
prohibition of hardcore gigs at the Bridge, or lidiko's as I still 
like to call it. Sure, there will be the odd shows at R.P.M. , but 
this means heavy ID checks. There might be a hall show, but not that 
many individuals are not willing to take the responsibility in case 
damages are incurred. Let's face it, without no regular place, there 
is no regular scene. 

Alright, let's analyze what has occurred and where the problem 
lies. Are there too many minors? Hell, that's no problem as the cops 
didn't really raid the club like they did at the old DMZ. Was there 
a lack of bands? No fucking way! One of ray faves, JFA, had to be 
turned away, as many more will be, because there wasn't a place to play. 
The problem arises, and I hope you agree with me, in the outbreak of 
violence. At Dag Nasty, a skin was slashed by a beer bottle. At 
7-Seconds, a mirror was smashed by some girl who thought she paid too 
much to see the band because there weren't enough people there for her 
social convenience. At Murphy's Law, some idiot tried to steal a bass 
from the B.F.G.s, which ended up in a fight with some guy pulling a gun. 
With all this bullshit (there's more, that is just the stuff I saw myself) 
going on, no wonder there are visits from the Boys in Blue. No wonder 
why the proprietors don't want anything to do with hardcore any more. 
So, now that we know what the problem is what are we going to do about 
it? Well, what can you do about it. Nobody wants to put their ass on 
the line to open a club if it's going to end up being damaged and 
harassed by those who are paid to serve and protect. It's easy to say 
"hey, let's get our act together!", but there's always going to be some 
asshole who won't go along with it. 

I really hate complaining about stuff, even though I do it a lot, 
but this is probably the most important thing that I've complained about 
yet. I think that if we can eliminate the bullshit vilence, then all 
other problems, like unity and solidarity or whatever, should fix themselves 
naturally. Oh well, time to split. I don't have a solution, but if 
you have any ideas, I'd be most glad to hear them.

"...We've gone hungry and we've decide^ ' . hat we would 
make our lives this thing. I mean, wo eat and sleep 
and drink anyway so why not travel and make the best 
out of it that we can. We're not living high on tlic 
highway or anything and we still struggle but it's 
worth it because the feeling is the best. If I had 
a job, and my last job was driving a cab ten hours 
a night, seven nights a week, and if I do that then 
I can do it forever. I'll still be a cab driver when 
I'm forty years old and I don't want to do that when 
I'm forty. And I want to bo on stage, not break my 
neck or anything, but feel good and proud with what 
I've done with my life and never regret anything or 
at least not a whole lot..." 

"...yeah, any type of violence in the scene for sure 
sucks, and like that's wtiat wo'ro mostly about. Wc 
try to stop it anyway possible, even if it means pcrsojialiy 
breaking up a tj.ght..." 

"...to try to think for yourself, and that's very cliche 
and stuff and a lot of people like to shout it around 
and a lot of people make fun of, but it's very important 
to me to be able to come out and exorcise the option 
that I want to with' my thoughts, and we try to encourage 
that, encourage people to look within themselves instead 
of always trying to pin the blame on everything because 
I've done that a lot in my life and I sec where that 
gets me. It gets me in a comer screaming at a ^Jall, 
and it's a lot irore enjoyable to be able to scream 
at other people and to have than scream back and get 
something done, you know, instead of having the walls 
ccwie crushing down around me..."

Everyone was right into it and everyone was very supportive 
This year, the support was definitely there, but the 
place we played at was like a huge theatre and it was 
so big and so rrcissivo, so rock concert-like. I don't 
know if it was us or if tlic crowd wasn't ready for 
the new stuff. Tfiere was a good rnsjxjnse except UiuL 
there \rasn't any warm feelings and sometimes I got 
the feeling [xwplc were being sort of (xilito..." 
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"...m a practical way, when we're at home we live 
the best way that we can, we try to share rent and 
stuff, and we make do. We live better on the road 
because we're playing every night, actually we liVi 
a hell of a lot better on the road than at home. We 
help eachother and watch eachother and stuff. Yeah, 
we're finally able to live off a bit of our playing. 
Wo do it without having to break people or anything. 
I realized this time around, we went Lhrougli someone 
to help book our east coast thing because we wanted 
to have it a bit more organized, because tours in the 
past have been flaky and stuff, the fact that we get 
a place to play is great but also the fact a lot of 
things we didn't know about like tour prices being 
amazingly high on tlie oast coast, and that's something 
tliat is getting really scary because it looks like 
all over the place door prices are more, before they 
were really ciioap but, now it seems that you can't get 
into a bigger show for under twelve Imcks. Places 
like Reno you can«till get in for about fcwfbucks, 
and oven that's kind of endangering the scene. I think 
it's really sad. It's a good thing that we've kept 
going for so long and all of a sudden we're paying 
ton or twelve bucks. I've paid it and it's not really 
fun and for people who can't afford it, it's definitely 
alienation — " 

"...I'm along the same lines, the same sort of feelings, 
if I have something tu say then I'll speak out. We're 
all individuals in the band but we all care all on 
the same lines, even though we have our own ideas and 
things, .." 

"...We see all kinds of bands. It's hard for us because 
iviiore vo live there's no clubs or no hall or anything, 
so if we want to see some bands, ve Xind of have to 
put them on ourselves. I love to go to shows and watch 
bands. I love to watch bands that do whole bunch of 
stuff and its still exciting seeing a new band...", 

'■...We keep personal journals of our tour and we write 
in the bands we see and the people ue meet. We love 
to see bands and meet people so any chance we get we 
go out and do it.
